The 
Educational Testing Service (ETS) 
supplied data from other private 
liberal arts colleges for comparison. 

The IFI results show that Clarke 
faculty and administrators rate 
Clarke highly on freedom (both 
academic and personal), concern 
for undergraduate learning, 
meeting local needs, and morale. 

Concern for advancing knowledge 
was lowest for Clarke, but Sister 
Kenneth points out that according to 
ETS this is normal for non-research 
colleges. 


When comparing Clarke student 
results with faculty and ad- 
ministrators, Sister Kenneth found 
that students rated Clarke higher 
than faculty on extracurricular, 
concern for improvement of society 
and democratic governance. 
Faculty gave a much higher rating 
on freedom than the students did. 

In Sister Kenneth’s comparison of 
Clarke students and other college 
students, Clarke students con- 
sistently rated the college higher 
than other students rated theirs. 
Graphical trends between other 
colleges and Clarke were similiar.

I hope they will look for- 
ward to reading it every week 
again.”

“We are going back to a 
traditional style because we want 
Clarke students to realize we're a 
serious publication,” said Hutson. 
“We are using the same flag that the 
Courier used in the 30’s.”

Tri-College Calendar Examined 


The tri-college calendar for the 1983-84 school year was approved before 
Thanksgiving by the tri-college executive council. The Courier wonders if it 
is in the best interest of Clarke students’ education. The spring semester 
schedule, which includes two long breaks, is the major problem. : 

The 1984 spring semester will begin January 16 and end with the last day of 
finals on May 17, almost a week later than this semester. 

Dr. Classie Hoyle, Clarke’s Academic Dean, suggests some of the problem 
is the late Easter break. Next spring, Easter is not until April 22. (This year 
Easter Sunday is April 3). Hoyle believes more than a week of classes is 

needed between Easter break and finals. Just short of three weeks, however, 
has been scheduled. Finals could be pushed up one week and still allow for 


two weeks of classes. 


“,...we have six weeks of classes, a nine day break, six more 
weeks of classes, a ten day break, three weeks of classes, and 


then finals....’’ 


An earlier summer break would be in the best interest of students looking 
for summer employment. Hoyle is probably right in saying that if students 
don’t have summer jobs lined up by the end of school, they won’t find jobs 
anyway. The Courier believes, however, that students are more likely to get 
jobs, if they are available to work earlier than other college students and 


high school students. 


Besides our week long Easter break, an earlier spring break is scheduled 
for Feb. 25 through March 4. This break has been added, according to Hoyle, 
to break up the long winter months, and not because of athletic schedules. 
Therefore we have 6 weeks of classes, a nine day break, six more weeks of 
classes, a ten day break, three weeks of classes, and then finals the third 


week in May. 


Of course students need some kind of break between the beginning of 


the 


semester and Easter. But why ten.days? This semester, our tri-college 
break is six weeks into the semester and only four days long. 

Anytime we have a break, getting back into the school routine is difficult. 
The longer the break the harder it is. Breaking up the semester with two long 
breaks will undoubtedly hurt student performance. 

The Executive Council approved the calendar although Clarke faculty op- 
posed it. Hoyle said she asked the faculty for input, but didn’t ask them to 


make the calendar decisions. 


Although the calendar for ’83-’84 is approved as is, we hope that future tri- 
college executive council decisions will be made in the best interests of the 


education of our students.

Collins Places Solo Career Above Genesis’ 


“Hello I Must Be Going” could be 
the next sentence that passes bet- 
ween Phil Collins and Genesis if the 
long-time drummer-vocalist’s solo 
career continues to skyrocket. 
Collins makes it a well-known fact 
among Genesis fans that he places 
his solo career above and beyond 
anything he might achieve with 
Genesis. 

In all actuality, ‘Hello I Must Be 
Going’’ is the title of Collin’s latest 
solo effort - an album that debuted in 
the top twenty and has been clim- 
bing steadily higher each week since 
its release in late fall.
